. .To His-Worship the Mayor,.Aldermen and Councillors of’ 
The Borough of Sandwich 


. The population of the Borough remains steady between 4,500 
and 4,600 over the years and in 1966 we were credited with a 
mid~year population of 4,590. The births dropped back to the 
more usual total of 54 and the deaths to’ 57. It was an 
uneventful year in infectious diseases and after the prevalence 
of Measles in 1965, it was not surprising to have only four cases 
nNobLT Led. 


The industrial asroltonment ef Richbex evsh continued ite 
steoaay growth and the Loop Street area, a busy focal point 
within the residential area, presented some problems of 
co-existence. 


The haven around the Barbican and Little Stonar became busy 
with small craft and boat building and repair showed 
development in these areas. 


While the refuse tipping area outside the Borough presented 
no less of a problem of control and management than in previous 
years, the introduction of paper sack storage improved 
conditions of collection.

Both these rates have a ratio of 0.8 to the expected level 
indicating that the Borough is below average in fertility and 
mortality. 


The Infant Mortality Rate is a fickle figure in such small 
numbers and a summation over a number of years would give a 
better comparison, 


Infectious Diseases 


Four cases of Measles and one female case of respiratory 
tuberculosis were the only diseascs notified during the year. 


Protection Against Infectious Disease 


(County Scheme: Clinics and Family Doctors: figures from 
County M.O.H.) 


Forty-five primary vaccinations seen in relation to the 79 
births in the previous year gives a 5/7 per cent acceptance of 
protection. Not as high as one would wish. Revaccination at 
school entry while national policy was little observed. 


Protection against poliomyelitis was much more successful for 
100 children under five were given oral vaccine and nine children 
between five and fifteen years. 


Seventy-nine children under five were protected against 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus, a satisfactory level of 
progress. 


In re-inforcing protection against these diseases 43 were 
boosted for polio, and 108 against diphtheria and tetanus. 


Port Health Control 


The annual report on the Port and Haven is issued separately. 
Only coastwise traffic used the port either at Richborough Wharf 
or the Town Quay. No infectious diseases occurred in any vessel 
and there were no signs of rat infestation. 


Problems of the Elderly 


As the Borough was only just breaking out of the period in 
in which no old persons units were available there were a few 
appeals to the Medical Officer of Health by those considering 
themselves to have a special claim to such housing. 
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The family doctors were most co-operative in discussing 
these cases with me. 


There was orm difficult case of an elderly physically 
handicapped person suffering sleepness nights whose wakeful 
reactions disturbed neighbours' sleep. It is not so much the 
actual noise as the interpretation of it that is disturbing. 
Some improvement followed improvement in home facilities for the 
handicapped person. 


Water Supplies 


No change in source or nature of local water supply. 
Twenty-two samples were all satisfactory on test, as taken from 
a sampling point at Messrs. Pfizers unit, and in a sampling 
point on the Town Main. All dwellings in the Town are on mains 
supply (1,682 dwellings, 1 hotel, 47 shops with dwellings). 


The Primary School swimming bath after beginning the 
season with good sample results showed detcrioration in June. 
The pH was found to be above 8 thus inhibiting the effect of 
chlorination. The bath was emptied and refilled with mains 
water and subsequent results remained satisfactory. 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 


The need for improving present disposal arrangements 
continued. Float tests and further discussion with the 
consultants developed a firmer opinion towards the use of a long 
sea outfall in Sandwich Bay if an acceptable location and point 
of discharge could be determined. 


In the meantime the Surveyor continued to clear silt and 
correct defects in existing sewers to achieve maximum sewer 
flows to the points of discharge of untreated sewage to the river.
